1 ) The added limitation of a density "not greater than 20.0" pounds per cubic foot, had not been previously considered as an end point. 
Further, applicant has not shown where in the specification this specific endpoint finds support. Applicant may not selectively generate 
random numerical points within a range, without prior direct support in the specification as to their criticality or recognition at the time of 
filing. 

The added limitation of a moisture content of "not greater than 7% by weight" has not been previously considered. 

Applicants have had two complete examinations of their claims, as submitted, and thus this point in prosecution is not a proper time to 
introduce new claim limitations, as such requiring a new search and/or new grounds of rejection. 

2) Applicant's statement at the middle of page 5 of the response, that "the Patent Office has ignored" the density feature, is incorrect and 
not well taken.
